“Christian Science Monitor” 
: _Has Peace Plan 
Suggests Amendment Which 
Conscripts Wealth 


Believes None Would Then 
Dare to Attack Us 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

BOSTON, Jan. %.—Considerable 
comment, local and national, has 
been occasioned by a plan edi- 
torially advocated by the Christian 
Science Monitor, which, referring 
to the Bik prize peace essay con- 
test, advances a suggestion which 
it believes would act as a power- 
,ful deterrent against war and 
and which, in the event of war. 
would make the United States in- 
Vincible and would make all serve 
alke and at equal compensation. 

Outlining its plan the Monitor 


says: 

| “We think the proposition in- 
;controvertible that the overwheéelm- 
ing of men detest and 
‘loathe. anything even approaching 
violence in their daily life. If we 
are to abolish violence, and even 
the threat of violence from inter- 
national affairs, we must devise 
means for ng against it all 
this natura) hatred and loathing. 
Unhappily, men who hold them- 
selves rigidly aloof from anything 
of the sort are frequently willing 
to encourage and applaud mani- 
festations of the fighting instinct 
jin others, particularly if they 
ithemselves can find a financial 
| profit in it. If the promise of per- 
‘sonal profit im war, or in the threat 
of war, could be wholly removed, 
@ great step would be taken toward 
the destruction of all incentive to 
war. If every citizen, however 
rich, however eminent, however 
venerable, in station or in years, 
should feel himself Liable to be 
called upon for sacrifices commen- 
surate with that of the poor boy 
whose life ebbed out in the wire 
entanglements of No Man's Land, 
there would be leas inclination to 
preach war among the citizens and 
to vote for it among the nation’s 
lawmakers. To the end,.therefore, 
that one nation at least may make 
the declaration of war as solemn, 
and as repugnant a thought as pos- 
sible to all classes of people, the 
Christian Science Monitor would 
suggest the following national ac- 
tion: 


“The of a constitutional 
amendment substantially as fol- 
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would be enacted by which at a 
stroke the whole nation would be 
set to work to attain national vic- 
tory. All possibility of personal 
profit would be eliminated. The 
hardy youth would still be subject, 
as now, to conscription for military 
service. But no longer would a 
fortunate class of persons.employed 
in ‘essential industries’ exist. The 
riveter in the shipyard, the muni- 
tions maker in the factory would 
not, as in 1917, make preposterous 
wages in safety, while his brother 
suffered and died in the trenches 
for a pittance. Labor would be 
conscripted equally with military 
service. But mere labor would not 
be working for the sol- 
diers’ pay in order that employers 
and investors of capita] might reap 
golden profits. For profits equally 
with service would be conscripted. 
Capital equally with labor would 
be subject to the imperative de- 
mand of the State. The revolting 
theory that the State might com- 
mand the lives of its youths, but 
that the money of the prosperous 
should be sacred, would be 
repudiated. Nor would the farmer 
or the miner be immune from the 
eall to service. Food would be 
raised, but taken by the State at 
a price which would eliminate ail 
profit; neither the digger of iron, 
the smelter, the puddier, nor the 
millionaire magnate who controlled 
the operation of all, should be al- 
lowed as the fruit of his labor dur- 


trenches would be getting—nauaely, 
a bare livelihood. The profiteer 
would be eliminated. There would 
be no more ‘dollar-a-year mer’ 
serving the natico, nor would there 
be, as during the last war, a horde 
of employees at Washington paid 
four or five times what the soldiers 
in the trenches received, nor 2 host 
of speculative hangers-on greatly 
enriching themselves at the expense 
of the government. It is perfectly 
apparent, too, that if in war time 
those ¢e in essential indus- 
tries should be denied the right to 
make personal profit, this right 
should equally be denied tod all 
other manufacturers or distribu- 
tors. In brief, during the period 
of war, under the provisions of this 
constitutional amendment, the 
whole nation would be militarized 
—or socialized, if you prefer —en- 
rolied in one common effort for 
the performance of all functions 
engaged even in the most remots 
way with the national defense. 
WOULD BE INTERNATIONAL 
“It may be urged that this plan, 
however efficient it might be in de- 
terring the United States from tak- 
ing part in another war, is a 
project purely for the regulation of 
the internal activities of a single 
nation, is not international in its 


‘|character, and therefore does not 


come within the scope of Mr. Bok’s 
search for a plan which would as- 
sure world-wide peace. But it is 
evident in the first place that any 
nation which shall thoroughly 
equip itself to become an absolute 
unit industrially, commercially, 
financially, and as a military 
power, in the face of ¥ 
in most cases would be looked 
upon as invulnerable. Such a policy, 
proclaimed to the world, would 
repel any suggestion of attack by 
a foreign power. And more. The 
example set by the United States, 
should it enact legislation of this 
sort, would inevitably be followed 
by other nations. Indeed, the 
forces which would necessarily be 
organized for the purpose of 
arousing public sentiment in the 
United States to accomplish these 
ends, would naturally seek at once 
te awaken a like agitation among 
the people of other nations. If 
there should be established in the 
United States an organization with 
some such title as “The Un 

Conscription League,’ with the in- 
tent of compelling the enactment 
of legislation to remove from war- 
time conditions any possibility of 
personal profit or of individual 
immunity, such an organization 
would naturally become interna- 
tional. If Great Britain and the 
United States alone should be com- 
mitted to a policy of this character, 
they not only would enforce upon 
the rest of the world a compre- 
hension of the enormous power of 
nations, 
should become as a unit in time of 
war, but they would stimulate 
within the body of other national 
communities a desire to follow 
their example. : 

“If no man nor any group of 
men could profit in the slightest 
degree by war, and if every man— 
and, for that matter, in these days 
of equal political rights, every 
woman—were thoroughly cogni- 
gant that suffering and sacrifice, 
paralle] at least to that of the sol- 
dier in the trenches, was to be 
theirs, the incentive to war would 
be, if not wholly removed, at least 
very greatly lessened. Does it 
sound impossible? Is anything im- 
possible to the world which or- 
ganized the forces of destruction 
and murder that brought Europe 
to its present plight? If the same 
zeal and trained intelligence now 
employed in planning participation 
nm “the next war” were enlisted in 
the endeavor to avert it, enduring 
peace would be attained.”

Cites Ten Needs for Future 
of Transportation 
Parley of Federal Commerce 

‘ Chamber Opens 
Surveys of Three Phases of

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—Formu- 
lation of long-view national poli- 
cles in transportation, “is a funda- 
mental necessity for securing the 
economic future in the United 
States,” Herbert Hoover declared 
today in an address before the 
opening session of the tra 
tion conference called by the 
Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States.

early consolidation of the railroads 
into a few powerful systems and 
inland waterways development a2 
der a national plan. 

Julius H. Barnes, president of 
the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States, opened the confer- 
ence with the discussion that the 
time has come when national! poli- 
cies which affect railroads through 
regulation and affect as well water 
highways and motor highways, 
must be co-ordinated to stimulate 
and encourage the expansion which 
every study shows will be inev- 
itably required, 

SURVEYS SUBMITTED 

Surveys made by three special 
committees of the organization ap- 
pointed to study different phases of 
transportation, were submitted to- 
day as a basis for the general dis- 
cussion of the conference. In ad- 
dition to these reports and the ad- 
dress of Mr. Hoover and Mr. 
Barnes, Walker D. Hines, former 
Director-General of Railroads, dis- 
cussed the rate-making provision 
of the Transportation Act. 

Mr. Hoover in urging the need 
for long-view national policies, in 
transportation, “declared the so- 
lution of the preblemse in such 
policies is only in part a matter of 
legislation and governmental?

BUSINESS OUTIOOK 


With the new year one week 
gone the industrial future looks 
more favorable than ever.
